Austrian forces, advancing eastward
from the Dunajec River, have driven op-
posing Rusalan forces in Western Galicin
buck from 12 to 25 miles at various points,
nocording to officlal reports from army
headquarters. Driving the Russlans le-
fore them, the Austrian have crossed the
Bialg 'River at Clezkowice, cutting the
Turnow-Orybow Railroad, which had been
depended upon in large measure by the
Russlans for supblying thelr troops ut
Dukla  Pawss,
